FBUSTRATID JUST IN TIME. 



of t!M OoMpiMton Conttmat After 
Bcinr AiTMted— Mr. WjMt Wm to Be 

AHHRNHlnated and Dynamite Bomb* Were 
to Be Harl»d AmoBf the Soldiers — An 
Aeettlral PnvMita tb* Catomlty. 

CiiAin.KsTON. W. Vh,, March 0. Yes- 
tcrilay (lovenior Miu'OorckU) ri.'coi vtxl a 
tt'lt gram from Major Banks, coinniandcr 
at Eagle, stating that a man had been 
•rmtod at Montgomery ^ith a dyna^ 
mite oaatiidge on his pezaon. The mao 
WMtirdendtb be Immghtto fUeelty, 
wUeh wac done. When hronght here 
he told a Btarthiix nUiry. He said that 
lie was <;n^ajrt!d in the attack on Wy- 
ant's tipple, had att<'nded all the meet- 
ingB and knew all their plans. From his 
confession the following atory ia ob- 
tained. 

Sondaj night the Bovenmr received 
Inondiaiy statenie^ta oxma a man pnr- 
porttngtobe aoMilil M ntayor of Mont- 
somen. They were to the effect that 
toe military pease of the sheriff had no 
ri|M to ao«»npany - the sheriff within 
tbaqbMtanltf limiu of the town of Mont- 
gomifjr. lUa couse would nollify the 
power of the iherifl of the ooonty and no 
notioe. wai taken ot the statements. 
Tbiagft have dertioped since then to 
ihow that there was a desperate plan ar- 
tibgbd to violate flMlhw. Ibit&thori- 
tiea nave gotten into tiie whole bnaineeH. 
Mid BOW Know its true inwardnees. The 
riot at Acme was carefully planned and 
waa onhr fmstrated by the action oi the 
•uthorinea. The strikers took to Acme 
27 dynamite cartridges to blow np 
the works and to destroy the store, 
their purpose being to loot it. 

The arrtmgement was made with the 
conivance of certain people to arrest 
Wyant, bring him to Montgomery and 
turn him over to the mob of miners. 

Ill a IdiUoU to this another diistardly 
and horrible outrage was to be per- 
petrated. When the soldiers rame, ac- 
companying the sheriff, making his ar- 
rests for murder, the dynamite cart- 
ridges, distributed already, fused with 
sercusion caps, were tu be lighted with 
lighttid ciKHis and thrown amtrng the 
troops uiiil \>i>fbi', maiming and killing 
the iu>-inb> rs thereof. This plan was 
l>artly carried out. 

The dynamite cartridj^es were dis- 
tributed, and ^iie of them in in possession 
of the governor now. 

They were to brin^ Wyant to this 
place, where his life Wiis to be taktu, 
and then tlie riot was to be made down 
the railroad. As it happened, however, 
only ft small part of tliia program wa.s 
carried out. Wyant Wius arrest* d by the 
warrant sworn out before Scjuire Ad- 
kins, wh()«e son was engaged and was 
ont; of the ringleadei-M in thf strike, and 
tvv whom a warr;int lias been Issued for 
murder. But wlu n the four constables, 
one of whom luul said that lie would 
bring Wyant down to Moutgomcry or 
kill hiin, attemjited to take Wyant to 
Montgomery, he re.->iste<l, and told liim 
that ue was jierfoctly willing to go to 
Fayetteville whi re he could lun e some 
sort of a sliow, but he did not proiHise to 
be taken to Montgomery for the purjiose 
of bein;; killed by a uioli. 

He agri'eil to go to Fayt ttevilie Mon- 
day morning, but refus -d to go Sunday 
night. It was carefully and certainly 
aseertaiilid i.eloie nidiuiMi; th;it if he 
should be taktu to l''a\ eileviUe he would 
in all iirobability be killed on the way, 
and yesterday morning, afl-'ortaiuing 
that, fact, he called on the military for 
protei'tion, and when the constables at- 
tempted to take him one (jf tlieni was 
arreste<l lor murder, and a jilatoon of 
soldiers took Wyant to Fayetteville, 
where he would have his jneliminary 
trial. It wa.-. it-scerlained that tlie m.-id 
was pi<'keted by the men who liad been 
in the strike, and if it had not been for 
the protection of the inililary his life 
would have b(;en taken. 

The authorities have gone fully to the 
bottom of tlie wiiole matter. They have 
ascertained that the ait.i< k on Wyant 
was prearranged and tlie next morning 
it was intended to take Edge water, the 
adjacent mine. This was frustrated by 
the piompt action of thi; governor in 
having the mibtary on liand. There is a 
vast di al of excitement, and since the 
dastardly and outragLOUs attempt to 
kill by dynamite the soldiers and posse 
aocumpan>-ing the sheriff in making the 
arrests, there is a deep seated feeling of 
indignation, both at the men who were 
engage<l in this and at the men at Mont- 
gomery, who have been aiding and abet- 
ting in these outrages. Vigorous meas- 
ilres have been take^ to arrest the men 
* engaged in tliis dastardly business. 

The strikers stated in their nieeting 
Sunday night and on the night b tore 
that if any more arrests were miule tlutt 
the jail at 1^'ayetteville would be broken 
and the prisoners released. There is 
great apprehension that it will b6 at- 
tempted imd it ia nnilerstood that the 
governor will have a company of troops 
there to see that this is not done. It 
looks as if there is going to be creat 
tronble. The vigorous methods of the 
antbmities in arresting these people 
seems to have had its eitect in stopping 
codtemplated concentrated outrages, but 
it is impossible to tell exactly what will 
be the outcome. The sheriff, without 
the military, has been powerless, and the 
attempt of certain people in Montgomery 
to thwart and interfere with the civil 
authorities in their attempt to arrest the 
men engaged in the desperate deed6 of 
the last few days is meeting with uni- 
versal indignation. 

It was only an accident that this vil- 
lainous outrage upon the posses was not 
carri)^ out. It was the intention of the 
authorities to take a posse and arrest a 
nqmber<rf peQP^e in MoDtgomeiy for 



wdom warrants naa neen isetTw, tmt at 
the last moment, by reason of a change 
of affairs brought on by the arrest of 
Wyant. it was not done and the lives of 
the soldiers were saved by changing the 
making of the arn^stR eisewbere. This 
is all that save<l the live»< of the men who 
were innocent of anytliing more than the 
fact that they had b en suiniiioned by 
the legal authorities to assist in main- 
taining the g. lod name of the state. 

This story has the perfei t < rwlonce ctf 
the state officials and is given under 
their full sanction.

TARIFF BILL NOT YET READY. 



Conalderabte Worii Yet to Be Done Before 
It le Reported. 

WAsiiiN<ir<)\, March 6. Senators 
.lones, M(d'her.-i()n and Vest continued 
their work on Uie Wilson bill at the Cap- 
itol until 111 o'clock last night, but <Iid 
not get the bill m sha^ie to suit them and 
stopped at that hour. They announcd 
at the conclusion of the meeting that the 
bill would not be in shape to be rei>oried 
to the full coiUiiiittee t<Klay. 

The senators had the clerk of the house 
ways and means coiamittea with them 
during the meeting, and it is imderstood 
that they went over many of the items 
of the bill, making careful comparisons 
of the changes with the house oill. It 
has been found that some of the amend- 
ments made do not consist with the main 
portions of the bill, and many corrections 
have been found necessary at the last 
hour. This work is oonsnmtng much of 
the time of the eommittee as well aa 
that which it is necessary to give to the 
fixing the ra tes on the disputed item. 

NegriM** Going to Africa. 

AriJkirtx, Mai-ch 0.— A party of 80 
negroes left here last night for Africa. 
Three thonstand ncwroes were at the de- 
pot to see the em%rants off and th' 
was great commotion among those left 
behind. The emigration fever ia epi- 
demio among the blacks here and many 
more are anxious to go. Several of theue 
parties have started before for Africa, 
but none ever got beyond New Yoik. 
The members of this party have tickets 
to New York and will be due Friday by 
steamer.

Queen Victoria Prorogues the 
House of Parliament. 



HER SPSIOH WAS VIRT BRIEF 

She Antlclpatea l^wting Advgiitagea From 
the Laws Biiaeted -Lord ^^dtebory CaiN 
on Her MalMtJr— Oladsto'ne'S laflnence 
With the Ooeen — Other Newe Frotn 
AcroM the Ocean. 

Lo.NDON, March 6.— The queen's speech 
proroguing parliament is purely formal, 
only !■"> lines in length, and iK'gins: 
"Up(m this (K'casion. when your lalx)rs 
have Ifeon unpreceiteiited in amount and 
duration, I regret that your release 
from them wfll b* tttUs moN than nom 
inal." 

The queen then thanks the commons 
for the supplies granted and concludes 
with the rMhark that the anticlpat s 
lasting advantages from the laws en- 
acted. 

Lord BosebeiT visited the quaen in the 
afternoon and kiased her hands on his 

appointment as premier. Tbo new prime 
minister waa cheered by s large crowd 
of people upon his arrival at aim depart- 
ure from Buckingham Pala'.^. 

Lord Rosebery spent the morning con- 
ferring with the cabinet ministers and 
apparently b a a e d upon this conference 
there is in droolatum a report to the 
eff ect that the Right Hon. John Morl< > 
will retain his position as chief secretary 
lor Ireland. 

The cabinet situation is complicilted 
by the deata of Baron Twi e b outh, 
father of the Right Hon, Kdward Mo„oi- 
ibanks, the Liberal whip who i/i ly i>e 
made a cabinet minister, his nann' iif- 
ing proiumeutly m» nlioned income ctioii 
with the ol'iiee of secretary of state lor 
India.

to the cradif of the Sinking Fund ; that 
the receipts for the month were $28,807.- 
44, leaving a credit to this fund of $148,- 
ir.MW March 1. February 1, 185)4, there 
should have been in the State Treasury 
$11,300.91 to the credit of the achool fund. 
The receipts for the month of February 
were$lll,420.12,making$122,72L03. The 
expenditarea were IM0.18, leaving a bal- 
ance of fl2L',180.S5 for March 1. The 
general expenditure fund should have 
had a defldt of $133,286.18 February 1. 
The receipts for February were $110,- 
1)11.51, thus cutting the deficit down to 
$13,(^24.62, but the expenditures for the 
same month were $271,215.08, which 
made the deficit for March 1 $284,8:}!). 70. 

The Auditor's ac(X)unts, therefore, show- 
that on March 1 the sinking Jund and 
school fund gavea jointcreditor balance of 
$270,2!I3.1!), while tbegeneral expenditure 
fund shows a deficit Of $284,830.70, leav- 
ing, all the funds considered, a positive 

deficit of SU-mSO. 

These figures have not been checked 
over with the boolts of the State Treas- 
urer, but the Auditor i<> confident that no 
discrepancy exceeding a few hundred 
doUaia would be diactoaed by the most 
accurate ctjmparison. 

During the succeeding three or four 
months the Auditor thinks that perhaps 
about $10,000 due from railroads might 
be collected, about $150,000 of license 
tax and about $60,000 from oorporstions, 
franchises and the like.

It Is OUIned They HAft Combined to 
Plttck tho OoTtnonhip and 
Boaatonliip. 



Covington Poat: "A aarprising and 
Benntional oombinfttion haabeen formed 
by two old politirial enemies. Governor 
Brown and Caaaiua M. Clay, Jr., are ad 
Tiling between themselvec and their 
iriends. 

"Brown ia out for the Senatorial plum 
andOIay the Oomnorthip. Three yean 

ago they were contestants for the same 
otfice and much bitternesa entered into 
the canvaaa and convention. 

"Colonel Edmund 11. Gaither, of Har- 
rodaburg, who is at the head of the Sec- 
ond Regiment, Kentucky State Guard, is 
at the Emery. He is here on politicial, 
legal and military bualnen. Colonel 
Gaither happens to be a cloee friend of 
General Wat Hardin, one of the Gnber- 
natorial probabilitiei. If he is ancceasfnl, 
Colonel Gaither will be appointed Adju- 
tant General of the State. |Uaid the latter 
to a Poat reporter: 'I paaaed throof^ 
Frankfort and met there both Hardin and 
Clay. Senator Blackburn waa expected 
to arrive any moment and of course 
Brown la at the scene of politicial action 
in-hiB official capacity. Thin^rs are get- 
ting hot, rare. The Brown-Clay combi- 
nation was diacovered by the Hardin 
men only the other day in a most pecul- 
iar wayt The colored porters at t he man- 
sion were oat on the street doing some 
talking for Clay and offering to bet that 
he would win. This was thought to be 
strange, in the face of wiiat Governor 
Brown's opinion of Clay wu thought to 
be. A (juiot investigation brought to the 
surface the true state of thinga. Brown 
and Clay wanted the secret to h<dd for a 
while yet.

"'Yes, he has, and I do not expect to 
see him get there again. He is himself

The Clay and John S. Wil- 
liatns influences being against him in his 
own end of the State will injure his 
chances for success very materially.

"ThtPtaoenlz." 

Milton Nobles is one of the best of 
America's character aqtors.

"I ver nnde<*tood," wmarked a gen- 
eral paM<pn^Hr agent wliile (]is4.-tiH8iDg a 
recent train robbery, "how it was lhat a 
whole trainful of ix»oplo would allow 
themMlvM to be held up by one or two 
UMUtt lw MOM years ago, when I ir*a 
aAiiig » trip OT«r the Michigan Oentral 
rCftA. Then the mystery was explained 
tOniSt I was (in my way from Detroit 
to Chicago and had taken a seat in the 
■moking car to enjoy my cigar. 

"Attlietime the smoking cars of the 
Sfidiigui Central were equipped with 
oomfortable revolving ohaki. Shortly 
after taking my seat I noticed that there 
wero two convicts aboard. Tliey were 
in charge of two deputies and were be- 
ing conveyed from Detroit to the statt; 
prison at Jackson. They sat there talk- 
ing to their guards complaoently as if 
thiey had been going to lome more agree- 
able entertainment AH went well nn- 
til Ypsilantl waa rMohed. Half way be- 
tween that place and Ann Arbor is a 
Hinall road croRsing named Geddes. As 
we approached it an ordinary looking 
piUnnitfir went through the car in a care- 
IMS manner, rolling his eyes from side to 
rid«. oMnidly inspectinf the oocnpants 
of tb«car. When b« reached the pris- 
caen, he pulled a whisky flask from Us 
pocket and in an nlThand way remarked: 
'Hero, you fellows, hare a drink. It 
will be a long time before yoa have an- 
other.' 

"The ooDTiets accepted the invitation, 
took a good long Ml frUn tfa* bottle 
and handed it ticl to {K«r ifpifently 
chance acquaintance, who pockete<l it 
and passed into the next car. llardh' 
had he disappeared when the cDiivicts, 
with • motion qoiok as flash, pulled two 
revolvers from somewhere on the seats 
beside them and presented them at their 
guards. Before any one in the car had 
time to realize what was taking place 
those revolvers were going bangi bangi 
just as fast as the triggers could be 

E oiled. The only men who appeared to 
ara any p res e nce of mind were the two 
deputies. They had seen the two re- 
volvers coming, and by some dezteronii 
move managed to strike np the convicts' 
arms bo that tlio balls, instead of strik- 
ing the victims for whom they were in- 
tended, passed through the roof of the 
oar. 'Wmle the scuffle was at its height 
the bellrope was pnlled in some mystari- 
ons manner, and the train came to a 
dead stop at theCTOBSroa^ls near Oeddas 
station, where a fast team of liorses 
hitched to a light wagon was standing. 
By the time the train 8topi)ed, though, 
the convlots had been overpowered by 
their goards, bat not nntil 18 shots had 
been fired. 

"The whole thing was evidently a con- 
certed scheme to Uborato tlio convictn. 
The man with the whisky flask was an 
ally, and his tender of the whisky was a 
signal that evei^j'thing was ready and 
the time for action had come, ^nie at- 
tempt at escape fortunately failed, bnt 
if you had seen that car while the shots 
were being fired you could readily have 
understood how c-asily a f<;w aimed rob- 
bers overpower a train. Every chair in 
the car was vacant, and the former oc- 
onpaats were oronohing in oomers or 
wherever they conld hi^ themselves be- 
Und some object that might stop a bul- 
let. When everything was qnit;t again 
and the convicts were in irons, no less 
than 15 men were counted coming from 
the dressing room of that smoking car."
